u ct and retu rn it to farm s to be fed to 
liv e sto ck. 
By this metho d the dep artm ent’s ex ­ 
p erts are co nv inced a co nsiderable sav ­ 
ing co u ld be made in the co st o f rais­ 
ing beef and p o rk. 
The dep artm ent adv o cates the u se o f 
rennet, which will transfo rm co ndemn­ 
ed milk into thick cu rds. The co st o f 
the rennet is small, being a fractio n

ment g iv es the resu lts o f ex p eriments 
with rennet, g iv ing the tem p eratu res 
at which the p o wder wo rks mo st q u ick­ 
ly and effectiv ely .

Shortly after this annou nce­ 
ment the matu ring notes were being 
paid off at the Union Tru st company . 
The notes of the National Railway s 
prov ide for the matu red $10,000,000 
notes and the $13,000,000 loan du e 
Nov . 15 , and for other corporate re­ 
qu irements. 
The conclu sion of the big Mex ican 
gov ernment loan is regarded by friends 
of Mex ico in Wall street as the final 
establishment of the power and sta­ 
bility of the Hu erta administration, 
despite the absence of recognition by 
the United States.
